I don't have the time or effort left to contribute things to other Fines, and I 
miss that. 

3) Steve and I have been working on the design of a number of games. One 
that has been turning out well is a fantasy role-playing game that we are quite proud 
of. Unfortunately, this ts presently reaching the point where there is a tot of time 
consuming work that needs to be done.
